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Rails Tackle 


Huge Backlog 


Of Freight

With tons of stranded food, 
grain, coal, steel and autos on 
hand, rail officials acted quick­ 
ly today to get trains rolling 
following settlement of a strike 
against 10 railroads. 
“We will be handling per­ 
ishables first, as fast as we can 
get 
trains 
running,” 
said 
a 
spokesman at Southern Pacif­ 
ic’s headquarters in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
“ We’ve 
spotted 
refrigerator 
cars at many points and as 
soon as they can be loaded we 
will get 
trains 
moving,” 
he 
added. 
The 
West 
and 
Northwest 
were hard Hit by the walkout 
against 10 lines as tons of per­ 
ishable foods piled up in Cali­ 
fornia warehouses. In Oregon, 
the 
situation 
appeared 
more 
critical where no immediate re­ 
lief was in sight for lumber and 
grain producers. 
A West Coast dock 
strike 
added to the problem in Ore­ 
gon, where most grain is ex­ 
ported. “As long as the docks 
are struck the end of the rail 
strike won’t have much effect 
on wheat exports at all,” a 
spokesman for 
United 
Grain 
Growers reported. 
The 
United 
Transportaton 
Union ordered its picket lines 
down at noon 
Monday after 
agreeing on a new contract set­ 
tlement granting about 190.000 
trainmen $1.50 hourly payhikes 
over 42 months. 
Secretary of Labor J.D. Hod­ 
gson said the agreement includ­ 
ed provisions allowing the rail­ 
roads to change work rules for 
greater 
efficiency. 
This, 
he 
said, would help offset some of 
the costs of the pay hike. The 
precise nature of the changes 
will be worked out by each line 
with disputes submitted to a 
three-member board. 
Under 'the agreement, aver­ 
age wages will be boosted from 
$3.50 to nearly $5 hourly over 
the life of the contract for 
brakemen, conductors, switch­ 
men, firemen and other work­ 
ers who operate trains. 
The union first struck two 
railroads 
and then gradually 
escalated 
to others, 
shutting 
down about 30 per cent of the 
nation's rail system. 
The walkout also put thou­ 
sands of other workers out of 
work. 
The General Motors assembly 
plant in Kansas City was to re­ 
sume 
operations 
today. 
The 
automaker had laid off 3,500 
workers when the plant, served 
by Union Pacific, ran out of 
parts. 
Ford Motor Co. said that the 
three plants it was forced to 
close last week because of the 
rail 
strike 
will 
reopen 
next 
Monday. 
Ford said the parts “ pipe­ 
lines” for its Kansas City and 
St. Louis assembly plants were 
drained in an effort to keep the 
plants going last week and that 
several 
days 
are needed 
to 
resupply the facilities. 
The Chicago assembly plant 
had been scheduled to Yeopen 
with production of 1972 cars, 
but sufficient supplies were not 
on hand to begin work this 
week,

Cool August 


Is Predicted

The National Weather Service 
has 
predicted 
unusually cool 
weather for August. Rain is 
forecast to be about normal. 
The 
service 
also 
reported 
some record-breaking average 
tem peratures for July. 
An average July temperature 
of 69.5 degrees at South Bend 
was 4.1 below normal. The 4,16 
inches of rainfall was only .69- 
inch above normal. 
Fort Wayne had an average 
tem perature of 70.7, 3.5 below 
normal, and its 2.73 inches of 
precipitation wras .64-inch below 
normal. 
Indianapolis had a 72.3-degree 
temperature average, 2.9 below 
normal, and its 5.68 inches of 
rain was 2.18 above normal. 
Evansville had a 47-degree 
tem perature range last month, 
52 to 99. Its average tem pera­ 
ture of 77.1 degrees was 1.7 be­ 
low normal, but its 3.38 inches 
of rain was only .06-inch above 
normal.

It was funded by the federal 
government and public contri­ 
butions to the Riley Founda­ 
tion.

Years In Prison 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Den- 
zil Allen, an ex Marine who 
spent the last three years in a 
military prison for killing civil­ 
ians in Vietnam, has been re­ 
united with his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Earl Allen of Leba­ 
non. 
Some 60 persons, 
including 
an honor guard composed of 
members of the Disabled Amer­ 
ican Veterans, greeted Allen at 
Weir Cook Airport in Indianap­ 
olis Monday night. 
He was paroled earlier Mon­ 
day at the Naval Disciplinary 
Barracks at Kittery. Maine, and 
given 
his 
dishonorable 
dis­ 
charge. 
He admitted at his court-mar­ 
tial he was involved in the slay­ 
ing of five Vietnamese in May, 
1968, and was sentenced to 20 
years in prison, but the sen­ 
tence was later reduced to 10 
years. 
Among those who shook his 
hand and patted him on the 
back at the airport were Mrs. 
Bernard Hoff of Camby, who 
helped collect 80,000 signatures 
on a petition and $10,000 for le­ 
gal expenses on Allen’s behalf. 
Allen was accompanied by his 
lawyer, George E. Martz of In­ 
dianapolis.

Wyoming pilot has told the Sen­ 
ate that sheep ranchers, fearful 
for the newborn lambs, have 
hired 
airborne 
gunmen 
to 
slaughter hundreds of golden 
and bald eagles. 
Federal officials immediately 
sought prosecution of those re­ 
sponsible. 
Jam es O. Vogan Monday told 
the Senate environmental ap­ 
propriations 
subcommittee 
he 
piloted a helicopter on eagle 
hunts last winter and saw more 
than 560 eagles killed. 
He said gunners would slay 
up to 34 eagles a day, piling 
their bodies high as a haystack. 
He said he never killed any 
himself. 
Vogan testified under immun­ 
ity from prosecution, arranged 
by 
subcommittee 
chairman 
Gale McGee, D-Wyo. Later in 
the day Interior Secretary Ro­ 
ger C.B. Morton, calling the al­ 
leged killings a “national out­ 
rage,” said evidence had been 
gathered and would be sent to 
the Justice Department.

Astronauts In Good Shape; 
Perform Scientific Tasks

humor after sleeping late, the 
Apollo 15 astronauts operated a 
flying 
physics 
laboratory 
in 
moon orbit today, mapping a 
large area of the lunar surface. 
“We slept nine hours and 
we’re in great shape,” David 
R. Scott reported. 
With all spacecraft systems 
working well, Mission Control 
Center let Scott, James B. Ir­

Worden 
sleep nearly 
six 
hours 
past 
their intended 5:16 a.m. EDT 
wakeup time. 
The spacemen were weary 
from a night of stowing moon

treasure and a brief scare that 
forced them to a real-life test 
of a precaution ordered after 
the deaths of the three Soviet 
cosmonauts in June. 
As a precaution, they wore 
pressurized space suits for the 
maneuver that jettisoned the 
lunar module Falcon. The sepa­ 
ration was delayed when the 
astronauts suspected a. leak in 
one of their spaceships. 
But checks showed there was 
no leak and Falcon was kicked 
away two hours late. The .So­ 
viet cosmonauts died when a 
pressure leak developed as they 
executed a similar separation, 
and just a few weeks ago, the 
U.S. space agency decided the 
Apollo 15 crew should wear pro­ 
tective suits as a safeguard. 
Upon awakening, the astro­ 
nauts had a light-hearted ex­ 
change with capsule commu­ 
nicator Joe Alien and then be­ 
gan operating a $17 million ar­ 
ray of scientific 
instruments 
which are chemically and pho­ 
tographically charting nearly 20 
per cent of the moon’s surface. 
They will continue the orbital 
science tasks until late Wednes­ 
day when they are to fire out of 
orbit to head for a Saturday 
splashdown 
in 
the 
Pacific 
Ocean. 
They wrere nearly 4Vi hours 
late going to sleep and chief as­ 
tronaut Donald K. Slayton told 
Scott 
and 
Irwin, 
who 
had 
walked the moon, to take some 
sleeping pills “so you can real­ 
ly power down for the night.” 
But Scott reported today that 
sleeping pills were not neces­ 
sary. 
There were a few anxious 
moments Monday as the astro­ 
nauts were about to jettison the 
lunar lander Falcon 
Worden 
noted a higher-than-normal rise 
in pressure in the tunnel con­ 
necting the two ships. 
This 
indicated 
a 
possible 
leak, with oxygen flowing into 
the tunnel through either the 
command or lunar ship hatch. 
Mission Control told the as­ 
tronauts they were in no dan­ 
ger and advised them to delay 
the Falcon jettison while they 
looked for the potential prob­ 
lem. 
The astronauts vented some 
of the excess pressure down to 
1,6 pounds 
per square inch. 
They 
watched 
it 
as 
they 
swooped 
around 
the 
moon’s 
backside, out of radio contact. 
When they reappeared, they re­ 
ported the pressure in the pas­ 
sage and in both ships holding 
steady. 
Mission Control then decided 
there was no leak and Falcon 
was kicked loose at 9:05 p.m., 
two hours later than planned. 
The reason for the recorded 
pressure rise was not known. It 
may have been a faulty sensor. 
The sudden discrepancy 
in 
pressure was reminiscent of the 
Soyuz 11 accident June 30 when 
the three cosmonauts died dur­ 


ing re-entry after their space­ 
ship sprung a teak and depres­ 
surized suddenly. 
There was a major difference 
between the two situations. The 
Russians could not detect such 
a pressure leak because their 
design did not have an ade­ 
quate pressure detection sys­ 
tem. 
A leak would be immediately 
apparent in an Apollo space­ 
craft by a variety of means. 
And the astronauts could over­ 
come it by resealing the hatch. 
If that failed, the independent 
pressurization system of their 
space suits and helmets would 
have protected them. 
The astronauts were wearing 
spacesuits for the Falcon jetti­ 
son specifically because of the 
Soyuz tragedy, the first Apollo 
crew to do so for this particular 
maneuver. 
The jettison is similar to the 
spacecraft 
separation 
maneu­ 
ver that the cosmonauts were 
executing when they died. 'So 
NASA wrote in the suit instruc­ 
tions for Apollo 15 a few weeks 
ago, after assessing the Soviet 
accident. 
After Endeavour cast Falcon 
aside, the astronauts had diffi­ 
culty ducking away. The lander 
did not move as fast as it 
should have and instead orbited 
right in front of Endeavour. 
Scott had planned to fire jet 
thrusters to pull away but held 
up for fear of a collision. 
Mission Control assessed th« 
relative positions and passed up 
new firing instructions which 
scooted Endeavour a safe dis­ 
tance away.

ALSO THE INNOCENT VICTIMS 


Have the innocent victims of crime 
suffered increasingly over a period of re­ 
cent years while those charged with law­ 
lessness were being increasingly excused 
through 
the 
application 
of 
milder 
punishment and in too many cases freed 
outright? 
Are these the results of what many 
choose to call a more “humanitarian 
approach to the rising crime problem in 
the United States? 
In some recent remarks, Indiana At­ 
torney General Theodore 
L. 
Sendak 
noted that there is much sentimental in­ 
terest in the problems of criminals and 
the aggravations of those who sit on 
death row for capital crimes. Personally, 
said Sendak, he would prefer to see a 
little more interest in the problems of 
those who are manhandled and murder­ 
ed by criminals — the victims of crime 
who are increasingly threatened as law­ 
lessness continues to grow. 
Spndak pointed out that, since the 
early 1960s, resort to capital punishment 
in the United States has fallen off sharp­ 
ly, which is supposed to be a victory for 
humanitarianism. However, in the same 
period the rate of victimization by violent 
crime, including loss of life through 
murder, has increased tremendously. 
“Is a course of action hum anitarian,” 
he asked, “which actually encourages 
such a vast increase in the number of in­ 
nocent 
persons 
killed, 
maimed, 
and 
brutalized? In the equation of human 
suffering, what about the dignity, the 
sacredness, and the human rights of the 
extra 5,150 innocent victims of murder­ 
ers (1968 national figures over 1962)? Is 
that a result of which humanitarians 
can be proud .,. ?” 
As the Indianapolis News commented 
edtiorially on the subject: 
“We commend the attorney general for 
his vigorous assertions on the subject. 
At a time when permissiveness has weak­ 
ened restraints against criminal be­ 
havior, it is good to know we have public 
officials in Indiana who have not let 
fashionable sentiment obscure their con­ 
cern for the innocent victims of crime. 
His statement is a useful reminder that 
the object of law enforcement is supposed 
to be the protection of the innocent, not 
the coddling of the guilty.” 
There is a need, we think, for better 
approaches to the growing problem of 
crime. Such approaches may very well be 
more hum anitarian and thus perhaps 
more effective in many instances. But let 
us not forget the innocent victims of 
crime. They should be given first con­ 
sideration in whatever “new” thinking 
may be applied to the overall problem,

AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT 


The philosophy of taking “from each 
according to his ability,” and giving “to 
each according to his "need” sounds hu­ 
mane and has had a substantial follow­ 
ing among socialist, communist and 
idealistic young. 
A New York high school teacher con­ 
ducted an interesting experiment with 
his students. He suggested to them th at 
they take away 20 grade points from 
those who made a grade of 95 on a test, 
giving them to those who made only 55 
on the same test. This way, both would 
receive a passing mark. The brighter or 
more diligent students would be con­ 
tributing in accordance with their abil­ 
ity, while the less intelligent — or less 
diligent — students would receive in ac­ 
cordance with their need. The instructor 
then speculated with his students as to 
the probable results if he were to actually 
apply this socialist-communist philos­ 
ophy. The first result would be th at the 
highly productive students would lose 
the incentive to work for higher grades. 
The second result would be that the less 
productive students would be relieved of 
any obligation to study or to produce. 
The teacher observed that, “At that 
point, in order for anyone to survive, the 
‘authority’ would have no alternative but 
to begin a system of compulsory labor 
and punishments against even the low 
producers . . . ” 
This is precisely what happens in an 
entire society when productive incentive 
is taxed to death and the nonproducers 
ride on the backs of the producers.

A clue to Conrad’s future can 
be found in the interview. A

Heinold currently operates 
markets in Indiana, Ohio, Illi­ 
nois, Iowa, Kentucky, and Mis­ 
souri.

“If our surveys show suffic­ 
ient hog count in the area under 
study, and the farmers there in­ 
dicate a desire for a country 
hog marketing organization, we 
will go ahead with our plans,” 
Heinold said.

fired Falcon’s engines and sent 
her crashing into the moon 
near Hadley Base, exciting 
seismometers left on the moon 
by the Apollo 12, 14 and 15 
crews. Scientists will study the 
sound waves to help them de­ 
termine the thickness of the 
moon’s upper layers.
